There is not a paper priuted 
hut what frequently has occasion 
to refer to the "high cost of liv- 
mg" ; rarely does a conversa 
' ion occur between nay two per- 
sons discussing current topics, 
but what the question of the 
"high cost of living" crops in 
somewhere. This is all sickening 
to us because we know it is only 
a slur at what the farmer pro- 
duces. The items of "high cost" 
of dressing are not mentioned. 
Neither is the "high cost" of 
farming considered. There was 
a time when twice as many peo- 
ple of this country, according to 
the numbers here, were engaged 
in farming and producing a sur- 
plus of everything we needed to 
eat. In the past twenty years 
one-half of this uumber have left 
the farm because they could, and 
are now, making more money at 
other vocations of life, and buy 
what they eat at the present 
"h.gh prices". To curtail the 
price of farm products only 
means to further transform pro- 
ducers into consumers. Let the 
farmer and his products alone. 
If there are any of the "dignified 
hid-gloved gentlemen" who cati- 
uot remain in the city because of 
the "high cost of living" let him 
come out iuto the country, roll 
up his sleeves, grab the grubbing 
hoe and work from sun till sun, 
(as ull farmers have to do) and 
be will have plenty to eat, if 
uothing to wear. Let him try 
this one year and he will not 
complain any more of the "high 
cost of living". When farmiug, 
as a business, will pav in erest 
on the money invested in land, 
puy for the upkeep of the place, 
and yield a nice dividend in 
earnings, as other successful bus- 
tuess enterprises of the land 
do, then will there be more land 
farmed and more products raised.
